Let the Reader 1 that all theſe icular Acts of 
Confeſſion and Contrition (as far as a Prieſt can judge) and 
Satisfattion may be found in a Sinner, and yet his Repen- 

tance may be imperfect, and his Heart not — changed. 

They were all found in the Caſe of Judas, he confeſſed; 
nay to a Number of Prieſts, if it was ever the better for that; 
he was under a deep Senſe of his Guilt, I have finned ! he 
made all the Satisfaction he could, by returning the Thirty 
Pieces of Silver, and yet his Repentance was defective, for 
that his Heart was not really changed was evident, or elſe he 
would not have died in an — Act of Murder. But 
if Judas, after his betraying the Son of God, had been, like 
Herod, ſtruck with a mortal Sickneſs, and under that State of 
Confeſſion, Contrition, and making all the Satisfaction he poſ- 
Jibly could at that Time, had ſent for Peter; Peter who had 
already this great Power of the Keys given him, if the Doc- 
trine (of the Church of Rome be true) by Vertue of that 
Power, might have abſolved him. LEA, and according to 
the ſame Doctrine in ſuch a Caſe, he WOULD HAVE 
BEEN ABSOLVED JUDICIALLY, as I ſhall make ap- 
3 abundantly, under the next Article. A Papiſt will not 

ve the Aſſurance to object, that Peter had the Diſcernment 
of Spirits; becauſe the Obje&tion returns with double Force 
* upon 
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upon themſelves, in preſuming to abſolve judicially" oithout 
that Knowledge. de IG Nowe 

But as God himſelf will receive no Sinner (as appears a- 
bundantly from the Scriptures) meerly for the Sorrow of his 
Heart, unleſs that Sorrow of Heart be ſuch, as will produce; 
and will eventually terminate in a thorough Reformation, and 
Renovation of Life ; and as never a Prieſt upon Earth, can 
abſolutely tell this, nay, as the Sinner himſelf may be deceived, 
as is evident from their frequent Relapſes, after deep Contri- 
tion, in a State of Sickneſs, therefore this Authoritative, ab- 
ſolute judicial Abſolution of a Prieſt is a Doctrine of Vanity, 
and not worth half the Money the good Prieſt may ſome- 
times be complimented with, for looſening the Sinners Chains. 

I will only add one Thing more about the great Article of 
Satisfaction, which I had almoſt forgot; which is, if you do not 
care to ſatisfy for yourſelf, the Romiſh Catechiſm is /o good 
natured, as to inform you, Sect. 108, you may get ſome 
Body elſe to ſatisfy for you, and not only very gravely you a 
Text of Scripture, as a ſeeming Support of it; ye 
one anothers Burthens, but bring moreover, Sect. 110, a 
charming Reaſon to prove it. We are all Partakers of the 
ſame Sacraments ſay . wry and conſequently are al Members 
of the ſame Body; and ſince there is a Communion of Saints, 
therefore the Offices of Satisfa#ion ought to be common a- 
mong us. I always love to hear Reaſon, eſpecially from a 
Church that will not allow ys to «/e it; for this is juſt as wiſe 
as to ſay, that becauſe there is a Communion among real 
Saints, therefore there is an holy Communion of Satisfaction, 
between Saints, and no Saints. They will not let another 
(Sect. 109) confeſs, or be contrite for you (there may be Rea- 
ſons for that you know) but they will let another pray, faſt, 
and give Alms for you, and for this, they tell us, we ought 
to be very thankful to God (Sect. 108,) who has thus conde- 
ſcended to human Weakneſs Now for the Heart of me, I 
cannot ſee why another cannot with as much Reaſon be con- 
trite for me, as well as faſt and pray for me, but with Re- 
ſpect to the Alms, I own there may ſometimes be a Reaſon 
or that; becauſe, if they ſhould be left to the piaus Diſpoſal 
of the Prieft, he has an Opportunity of reſiſting Temptation, 
and of ſhewing, that of all 'his Mother's Children, he does 
ust love himſelf beſt.

Anſw. The firſt Part of this Article is conſidered already 
with Reſpect to the laſt, I will not urge the Book, intitled, 
The Tax of the Apoſtolick Chamber, though publiſhed by pa- 
pal Authority, and renewed by bis Legats, and never formally 
called in; where Murder, Adultery, and Inceſt, are rated at 
fixed Sums. Without this, the Charge may be fully proved 
by the ſingle Article of buying Maſſes for the Dead; for if 
the intended Effect of purchaſing of theſe Maſſes; is ſuppoſed to 
be a Releaſing the Puniſhment of Sins, it is an a&ual buys 
ing of their Pardon, unleſs they will make a Diſtinction be- 
tween pardoning of Sin, and not puniſhing it. 4 

Beſides, I do not think it looks extraordinarily like a duti- 
ful Son to his ſupreme ſpiritual Papa, when in this very Ar- 
ticle, he curſes no leſs a Man than Pope Pius the Fourth, who 
publiſhed a plenary Remiſſion of Sins, to thoſe who ſhould con- 
tribute to the Building St. Roch's Church. This ſmells con- 
founded ſtrong of pardoning Sins for Money ; for either this 
Pope Pius could forgive Sins for theſe Contributions, or he 
could not; it he could, the Point is proved; if he could not, 
Jam ſure the pious old Gentleman ought to have been ſer in 
the Pillory for a Cheat: In curſing therefore this Marting of 

"Maſſes, he has curſed his own Church, and the viſible Head 
of it together; and indeed, they ought to go together. But 
whatever the Vindicator may pretend, I am well aſſured, he 
would find it a very difficult Matter, to prevail upon hig Fra- 
ternity, to give up this Doctrine of Hay and Stubble, which 
proves to them ſuch a ſenſible Doctrine of Gold; if they ever 
did give it up, I believe they would vir ſee a very good 
Cauſe, why and wherefore ; nor indeed could we reaſonably 
deſire it, without giving them as good a Thing in its Room. 

Curſed is be that believes that independant of the Me- 
rits and Paſſion of Chriſt, he can merit Salvation, by his own

- Anſw. This is to inſnare the unwary Reader, and make 
him think, that Papiſts believed no more in the Doctrine of 
Merit, than ourſelves, or as if they diſclaimed as much the 
Doctrine of meriting Heaven, as Proteſtants. But hear _

the Council of Trent has profanely declared about this Aﬀair, 
Seff. 6. Can. 3. where they ſend a Man to the Devil, for not 
ſaying, We truly deſerve increaſe of Grace, eternal Life, and 
increaſe of Glory, — 4 Works which he doth by the Grace 
of God, and the Merits of Jeſus Chreft ; ſo that the Quibble 
lies here, though you cannot truly merit, without Chriſt's 
Merits, yet in the glorious Nonſence of their Church, you 
can truly Merit with them, and it is very hard a Man muſt 
be damned for not believing Nonſence. 

God for the Sake of Chriſt, may on the unavoidable 
Effects of bruiſed Nature; his infinite Goodneſs and Mer- 
cy, may likewiſe incline him, to give me a Promiſe, that, 
for my endeavouring heartily to lead my Life in the Fleſh, by 
the Faith of the Son of God, he will confer eternal Life up- 
on me for ſuch Endeavours. As God is infinite Truth, TI 
am verily perſuaded he will not deceive me; but to ſay that 
J, I, all whoſe Services, are abſolutely in the Nature of Things 
due to God, even if God had never promiſed any Reward ; 
but eſpecially that I, imperfe ſinful Creature, whoſe ſhort 
Merits, if I had any, are fo over-ballanced by my Sins, can 
by thoſe Merits, joyned to thoſe of Chriſt, truly merit that 
eternal Life, which is truly and only the Effects of Chriſt's 
Merits, and beſtowed upon the World at firſt unmerited, is 
Nonſenſe, and Blaſphemy joined together. But ſo ſhameful 
are they in this Buſineſs of Merit, that a Man may not only 
truly merit, by the Merits of Chriſt for himſelf, but he 
may be ſo very meritorious, as even to have Merits to ſpare 
for others, and which may be dealed out in Indulgences to o- 
thers; and which are called the Treaſurers of the Church, and 
which the Council of Trent has decreed profitable; a profita- 
ble Dofrine indeed for them, for from hence has proceeded 
their fat Revenues, and Endowments of numberleſs Abbies and 
Monaſteries, to the Ruin of many Families, and I am afraid 
of many Souls ; who if they had not been taught to depend 
upon ſuch After- games, might otherwiſe perhaps have found 
themſelves in Heaven; and indeed, this inſolent Gradation, 
from truly meriting for oneſelf, to the meriting for others, is 
but the natural Conſequence of Things; far when the Church 
of Rome has once brought a Man /o far, as to declare him 
able to truly merit for Fimſelf, the Conſequence muſt be, that 


when he has arrived to ſuch * 35 to truly wort erer 
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nal Life fer himſelf, he may, after his own Salvation is ſecured, 
very eaſily beſtow upon his Neighbour, what he does not want 
for himſelf ; for after that, all the good Works of the Saint, 
muſt of Courſe be Paper and Packthread to himſelf, or Works 
of mere Supererogation ; and as a Man cannot be deubly ſaved, 
what faith the Church ſhall, we do with the Reſidue, but 
put them into a common 7 reaſury, ro diſpoſe of to thoſe that - 
want them? It is a good comfortable Scheme, I own, if it 
will but hold. Let us try it a little.—Senſible that I ſtand in 
Need of ſuch Aſſiſtance, away goes I to the Churches Of- 
fe, puts my Hand in my Pocket, d'offs my Hat, and with 
'a low Reyerence, as I ought to do, to thoſe who I am told 
can OPEN the Kingdom of Heaven: ta me, or SHUT it 
againſt me.—Pleaſe your Reyerence to excuſe my Freedom, 
but labouring under an Indiſpoſition, which my Phyſicians 
have pronounced mortal, and having a {few Things which 
a little heavy upon my Mind, as I am to ſet out ſoon 
for the other World; I deſire your Reverence to look me 
put a Parcel of the choiceſt Merits the TREASURY can 
afford, to carry along with me, or elſe draw me a Bill to be 
paid at Sight, when I come there :—As for my Wife and 
Children, my Soul is of much more Importance to me than 
they. —Let them Hiſt in the World, as I have done.—Ler

But one Thing, I ſhall particularly deſire to be ſatisfied in, 
with Reſpect to the Permanency of theſe Merits; whether as 
there hath always been more Sinners than Saints in the World, 
the Stock of the Saints Merits, have not been run out long 
ago, and if they are, whether the Saints Merits are like the 
Widow's Cruiſe of Oil, filling themſelves as faſt as they are 
drawn off ; for unleſs this is really the Caſe, I may happen to 
buy Merits, which others have bought long before me,—As 
I ſhall pay Part in ready Money down upon the Nail, and 
give the Church good Security for the Remainder theſe are 
Queſtions I have a Right to be ſatisfied in, not only for 
Fear of being laughed at by Hereticks, for buying a Pig in 8 
Poke, but becauſe, otherwiſe I ſhall be a little at a Loſs, how 
o account for defrauding my Wife and Family of /o much 
Money, which nothing leſs than the Salvation of my Soul can ex- 
cuſe me in. Many of theſe Scruples ſtuck with good Eraſmus 
himſelf; whoſe Language is, God forbid, that inſiſting on my 
«< own Merits, I ſhould provoke God to enter into Judgment 
* with me, and examine what Merits I have And ſome- 
thing of this ſtuck in the Thraat of even their great Cham- 
pion Bellarmine himſelf, who after five Books of ſhuffling Ar- 
guments to prove the Doctrine of Merits, kicks down the 
whole Pail full at a ſingle Stroke, by concluding it the ſafeſt 
Way, becauſe, of the uncertainty of our Righteouſneſs, and 
the Danger of vain Glory, to repoſe our whole Tryſt 2 the 
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Mercy ahd Kindneſs of God alone. Bell. Lib. 5. 2 7. de 
Ju. — And if ſo,” what a villainous Light the good Cardinal 
has put himſelf inz when knowing the ſafeſt Way he could 
ſpend fo many Pages in leading the People into a Way, that 
was not ſafe. 

Art. 9. Curſed is be, that contemns the Word of God, or 
Bides it from the People, on Defign to keep them from the Know- 
Edge of their Duty, and to preſerve them in Ignorance and Error. 

 Anſw. No! the Deſign of theſe good Men, in hiding the 

Word of God from the People, is not to keep them from the 
Knowledge of their Duty, but to preſerve them i it. 
The Bible is a very dangerous Book, and therefore, they 
keep it out of the People's Hands, in a good natured Way, 
for Fear it ſhould hurt them. Theſe are the noble Compli- 
ments they pay to the revealed Word of God ; and to thoſe 
ſacrt Pages, which Chriſt has commended us to ſearch : Which 
give Wiſdom and Underſtanding to the Simple, and are to be me- 
ditated in Day and Night. 

But to convince you, how well- affected they ſtand to the 
facred Books, read but their n Rule, about prohibited Books, 
at the End of the Council of Trent; and becauſe the Scri 
is the moſt dangerous Book, therefore it ſtands foremoſt. 

Since it is manifeſt, ſay they, by Experience, that if the 
facred Boots were publickly and indiſcriminately permitted in 
the vulgar Tongue, there would ariſe more Detriment than 
Profit from them, becauſe of Men's Temerity or Raſhneſs : 

tex Mark that! this is not contemning the Word of God, in 
the leaſt.) ) | 

Therefore, this delegated Tribe of Prieſts, with Pope Pius 
#be Fourth at the Head, very piouſly determined, that the Uſe 
of Bibles ſhould be permitted only to thoſe, who, they ima- 
gined; would receive no Damage from them; and even theſe 
permitted Bibles were only to be ſuch as were tranſlated by 
Papiſts. — Another Inſtance of the great Regard they pay ta 
the facred Writings! But, as for all others, who ſhould pre- 
fame to read the Scriptures, without taking out a Permit, or 
even have them in their Honſes, this they decreed ſo heinous 
an Offence, that it excluded the Offenders herein, from all 
Benefit of an Abſolution, till they ſhould ſurrender up their Bi- 
bles ro the Ordinary: And, in Spain,” Kaly, or Portugal, the 

Conſequences of being known to have a Bible in the Houſe, 
fee are, 
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are, at this very Time, enough to make a Man tremble. From 
hence you ſee, their Hiding the Bible from the Laity, is our 
of pure Love to the Souls of Men, to prevent their turning 
Hereticts; as indeed, they know they would have great Rea- 
ſon to apprehend it. Not to mention even thoſe, to whom 
they are permitted, dare not preſume to underſtand them, 
in any other Senſe, than that which the Church underſtands them 
in; and then, I ſhould be glad to know, of what Uſe or Im- 
portance, any Writing can be to me, which, your Worſhip, 
will not allow me to underſtand for myſelf, but you mult ab- 
ſolutely underſtand for me. What bleſſed Work this would 
make in the trading World? — Suppoſe a Merchant ſhould 
receive a written Order from his Correſpondent in the Coun- 
try, for a Hogſhead of Wine, and the Bearer of that Order, 
ſhould addreſs himſelf to the Merchant thus : Sir, you fancy, 

I I ſuppoſe, that my Matter has ſent for a Hogſhead of Wine, 
but I, the Bearer, am the authoritative Interpreter of the Or- 
der, and aſſure you, he means a Hogſhead of Tabacco: I al- 
moſt fancy, that this Order, and this authoritative Interpreter 
would ſtand a good Chance of being kicked out of the ac- 
compting-houſe together. — Thus, when I look into the ſa- 
cred Writings, I think, I ſee very plainly for myſelf, that St. 
Paul calls it Bread, no leſs than three Times after Conſecra- 
tion, 1 Cor. xi. I think likewiſe, that I read evident- 
ly, that Chriſt was ONCE offered, to bear the Sins | 
of many; and that, after he had offered ONE Sa- Hebrews, 
rifice for Sins, he for EVER ſat down at the Cite ** 
Right-hand of God; and by that ONE Offering, 12, . 

he perfefted for EVER them that are ſanRtified. 

No, ſays the Church of Rouz, That Bxzap is literal 
Fl. su, and that ONCE. ſignifies OxTzx ; for we offer him 
often in the Sacrifice of the Maſs ; and that Sacrifice is hke- 
wiſe propitiatory for the Quick and Dead : Now, I could as 
ſoon believe a Hogſhead of Hine, to be a Hogſhead of 7 - 

bacco, as believe this. It is well, that the Iugusſition was not 

in being, when Saint Paul wrote; for if it had, it is Ten to 
One, but they had gently handed him into the Tortaring 
' Room of the Holy Offce, on violent Suſpicion of Hereſy him- 
ſelf, and giving other Hereticks, ſuch frong Foundation for 
their Heretical Opinions and Interpretations. — But, truſt He- 
reticks with the Explanation of the Scriptures ! Fine Dy 

| in 
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indeed! How ſhould they be qualified for ſuch an Underta- 
king? For Inſtance : Suppoſe the Parſon of my Pariſh in- 
res, bf to entertain his Flock, with a Diſcourſe, from Luke 
x. 35. A certain blind Man ſat by the High-way Side begging. 
How long might he have ſcratched his Noddie, before he 
could have diſcovered, that he mutt tell the People, that the 
Blindneſs of the Beggar, ſignified, the Blindneſs of the whole 
human Race? Or ſuppoſe, he had pitched upon, Luke v. 3. 
And be enter d into one of the Ships, which was Simon's. An 
literate Heretick might have puzzled, and puzzled his Heart 
out, before he could ever have found out; that the Reaſon; 
why Chriſt entered into Peter's Boat, rather than into any 
Boat of the other Apoſtles, was, to intimate; that Peter, and 
his Succeſſors, were to be the Princes of the Church's Paſ- 
tors. Let me only ſuppoſe once more, that in turning his 
Bible over, the 14th Verſe of the 11th Chapter of St. Luke, 
ſhould ſtrike his Fancy: He was caſting out a Devil, and it

Heretick Genius can ever expe# to arrive at. They are In- 
Nances of the Grand Sublime in Divinity; and I ſhould have 
deſpaired of ever arriving at them myſelf, had not I happily, 

into the Practical Index of the Trent-Catechiſm (which 
zs the Prieſt's Directory, what Subjects to chuſe, at particu- 
lar Seaſons, and bow to treat them) and there to my gre 
Information, as well as Comfort, I found them all. What a 
Bleſſing, has the World loſt; ſays I, that theſe able Heads, did 
not go through the whole Scripture, after the ſame Manner? 
could eaſily preſent you with a good handſome Diſb of | 
the ſame ſpiritual Food; but theſe few Inſtances are very ſuf- 
ficient to convince any Heretick, unleſs he is quite ſtubborn, 
that the Scriptures are not #/ting to be entruſted with axy Body, 
but only with thoſe, who are likely to receive more Profit from 
them, than Detriment. '

Apoſtle Pope Pius hath added to the Apoſtle's Creed, are 
buman Traditions; and which are enjoined to be believed, as 
eſſential to Salvation, under the dreadful Penalty of an Ana- 
thema. To enjoin theſe Traditions, 4s efſenttal to Salvation, 
is to forſake Scripture; becauſe the Scripture ſays Nothing 
about them, and lays no ſuch Injunctions upon us. But the 
Charge of their Undervaluing Scripture, ſtands as clear a- 
gainſt them, as the Sun at Noon- day; not only from, what 
has been ſaid above, but from the 4th Seſſ. of the Trent- 
Council, where it is decreed; That their Traditions ſhall be 
received with equal Afﬀeion, Piety, and Reverence, as the 
Scriptures themſelves. This, we Proteſtants look upon, as 
eee the Word of God, with a Vengeance; but, 
with Papiſts, you ſee, it is #0 Under valuement at all: For the 
Council has decreed them to be of equal Value, and no Doubt, 
but in Conſequence of ſuch Decrees, it is, that ſeveral of their 
own Writers, have been guilty of ſuch, Blaſphemies againſt 
them, as would make a Proteſtant tremble ; when,out of Re- 
gard to theſe precious Traditions, arid Senſe of Mother-Church; 
one ſhall profanely ſtile the Scriptures dead Characters: A Se- 
cond, Sphinx's Riddles: A Third, a Wood of Thieves, a Shop 
of Hereticks, imperfect, &c. | h

lieve, that our Opinions, and the Opinions of Papiſts, about 
theſe Points were exactly the ſame ; what therefore he means 
by affenting to theſe Curſes, in the common and obyious 
Senſe of the Words, is, that the Senſe of theſe Curſes are ob- 
vious to him, as he has worded them, and therefore he afſents 
to them in that obvious Senſe ; but we know it is a fixed 
Doctrine among the Jeſuits ; that as often as a good Cauſe 
occurs, they may lawfully uſe ambiguous Words, and mental 
Reſervations ; and though preſſed to ſpeak without Ambigui- 
ties, may ſtill continue ſpeaking ambiguouſly by the Help of a- 
nother Ambiguity. Father Parſon wrote a whole Treatiſe a- 
bout Equivocation, where this particular Divine, roundly 
teaches this Continuance of Equivocations to be lawful ; and 
this was approved of by another particular Divine, though no 
leſs a Man than Garnet, the Provincial of the Jeſuits; and 
is indeed, the avowwed Doctrine of the moſt confiderable Jeſuits 
that ever wrote. But perhaps this pious Doctrine may be only 
one of our Vindicator's Problematical Diſputes.
